bage Suffer—A Disastrous 
Year for 


the Tiller of the Soil. 


'•The potato crop in and around Racine 


county will practically prove a dead 
failure this year," said one of the lead- 
ing fanners of Ml, Pleasant today. "On- 
ions can be classed in almost the same 
condition, while cabbage, unless it may 
be the late crop, is rot 
expected to 


amount to anything. 
Sugar beets are 


in bad shape and may yield half a crop, 
but this is doubtful. 


••Farmers who have acres of onions no 


larger than common walnuts, arc won- 
dering what they will do with them. No 
market can be found and they' must 
come out of the ground and be disposed 
uf in some manner. 


"I have been a resident -of the county 


since birth and during tho fifty-live years 
of my life as a farmer I never saw such 
a long drougth. You people living in the 
city cannot realize the conditions. The 
grass and earth is just like powder and 
dry for three feel down. Potatoes dug 
up are a! out the size of marbles.

some localities, however, they arc pretty 
t'niv, but almost tasteless.

Stafford said on Sunday that Sen- 
ator Pristow, in singling him Oiit for at- 
tack for his vote on the tariff bill, was 
unfair and partial. 
He did, he said, do

Davidson, 


Mor»e, Ksch, Kucstcrmann and Kopp did 
in voting to adopt the conference re- 
port, but he alone was singled out for 
attack. 


"f had thought thnt Senator Bristow 


would at least be fair in criticizing my 
vote for the Payne tariff act," said Mr. 
Stafford, "but he showed his unfairness 
and paritiality in singling me out for 
attack when Messrs. Cooper, Ksch, Kues- 
termunn. Morse, Davidson and Kopp all 
voted with me to adopt the bill agreed 
upon in conference, 
lie seemed to bo 


moved by a, premeditnled purpose to mis- 
represent me. He tried to have his au- 
dience believe that I had separately vot- 
ed for the higher duties on lead, when 
the met is, that whenever opportunity 
nfl'cred, 1' registered my vote for lower 
duties except in the cage of barley and 
barley malt.

"The Dingley rates mi lend in pigs

sheets 'J1/. cents per pound. The house 
bill, as reported by the ways and means 
committee ojid which I voted for. reduc- 
ed (hose duties to 1 Vi cents and \~/A cents 
per pound, respectively.

The confer- 
ence adopted the Dingley rate of 2'/» 
cents per pound on lead' in pigs and bars 
nnd reduced the duty on lead in sheets 
from 'Ufa to '2% cents per'pound. 


"Because I voted to adopt the confer- 


ence report in its entirety -Mr. Bristow is 
misrepresenting the 
facts 
when 
he 


charges me with having voted For the 
higher senate duties when I had \oted 
for the lower house duties. 
To have 


voted against the 
conference 
report 


meant a continuation of the higher Ding- 
ley rates. 


".My votes for free hides, lower duties 


on leather and shoes, for free lumber, 
free oil, free ore, free iron and other re- 
ductions were in keeping with my phit- 
t'orm promise for downward revision. Be- 
cause the tariff bUI as agreed to in con-, 
t'crence contained some mtes higher than 
1 believe were necessary, was no reason 
for my voting against it nnd keeping oil 
the statute books for years the higher 
Dingley rates. 
The Payne bill was far 


superior to any other tnrilV act in pro- 
viding equal treatment to our manufac- 
turers in the world's markets in estab- 
lishing a tariff commission for scientific 
investigation of the tariff rates, for the 
corporation income tax and for lower 
duties on many manufactured articles. 


"No one claims that the Payne act is 


a. per tout bill, nor will we over be able, 
with the conflicting and divergent inter- 
ests of the country, to pass a tariil' bill 
that will be satisfactory to all sections.

whole sectons of the fairy-like^architec- 
ture and causing the loss of two lives, 
but the. damage will run into millions 
of francs. The losses however, wjll not 
be so great a.s was at first believed, when 
during the excitement o tlic conflagra- 
tion they were roughly 
estimated 
at 


$100,000,000. 


The entire Belgian ;ind British 
sec- 


tions; the whole Kermesse of Brussels 
the Coney Island of the exposition with 
water chutes, toboggan slides and other 
special entertainments and 
everything 


west of the avenue Des Nations were 
destroyed, but by heroic work of the 
llremcn and troops in the early hours 
of the morning and the use of dynamite 
in blowing up buildings in the path of 
the flames, the fire was checked. 


Practically everything in the Ameri- 


can, Danish, Russian. Norwegian, Aut- 
trian, Japanese. Turkish and-Swiss sec- 
tions was saved.

submitted to the voters of the sp.:at» at 
the November election, one to .ic away 
with the decennial census and providing 
that the apportionment of legislative 
districts shall be made upon the basis of 
the enumeration by the national govern- 
ment; one providing that compensation 
of members of the legislature shall be 
$1,000 instead of $500; and a third which 
authorizes thc state to appropriate mon- 
eys for the purpose of acquiring, preserv- 
ing and developing the waterpowers and 
forests of the state. 


The constitutional provificn for the 


enumeration of population requires that 
it be made every ten years, and the ten- 
year period falls just five years after 
th« decennial census oy the national 
government. 


Compensation Originally. 


The original constitutional provision 


for the compensation of members of the 
legislature was that each should re- 
ceive $2.50 per day and 10 cente pel 
mile going and coming by the mosi 
usual route.

has been propounded by Prof. Svante 
Arrhenius as "to the so-called canals'on 
Mars, The, sand in Mars, he'maintains, 
consists chiefly of salts which .cliango 
their color when moist, and this, he de- 
clares, accounts for the changes o£ color 
which have been reported during so-call- 
ed "melting of the Martian snows."
